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Summary 

Euryale ferox Salisbury, the only species known in the genus, is endemic 
to Asia. It was known to be rather widely distributed in Japan, from 
Miyagi Prefecture in the north to Kagoshima Prefecture in the south. 
However, based on my observation in September 1973, the species dis¬ 
appeared during the last twenty years at many localities marked with x in 
fig. 1 and table 1. In contrast, the species are well growing at 15 localities 
marked with ©, and are reported as living in several localities marked 
with O- 
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
